W. A. Evans are 
among Sierra Madreans anxious¬ 
ly awaiting news from the Philip¬ 
pines as they assume that their 
daughter. Miss Florence Evans, 
is interned at Manila. Miss 
Evans, a worker in the foreign 
missionary field, went to China 
ir 1927, and since then has re¬ 
turned home only once on fur¬ 
lough. She was stationed at 
Tsinan, Shantung providence, 
where after the Japanese occu¬ 
pation she received serious in¬ 
juries at the hands of Japanese 
sentries. 

After much difficulty in book¬ 
ing passage home, she left China 
on furlough in the autumn, ar¬ 
riving in Manila November 27. 
Her la.st letter home was written 
while awaiting passage from Ma¬ 
nila. leaving there on the last 
Clipper to make the trip before 
December 7. Since that time Mr. 
and Mrs. Evans have had no word 
of their daughter, except through 
a missionary report which stated 
that she was at Manila.

How long is it since you washed 
your lighting fixtures, globes and 
the bowls in your indirect lamps? 
This is a job that frequently is over¬ 
looked because the need foi cleaning 
them is not immediately noticeable. 
However, keiying lighting equip¬ 
ment clean is essential to your re¬ 
ceiving all the light it is designed 
to give. 

Accumulated dust—that tradi¬ 
tional bugaboo of homemakers— 
can cut down the efficiency of illu¬ 
mination a surprising amount. On 
your light globes and fixtures it 
forms a film which veils the light 
and keeps you from getting all the 
illumination you deserve. 

If you are not doing it already, 
you should remove fixtures anti ‘ 
globes from the sockets and wash 
them regularly every month or two. 
They should not only be rinsed with 
water but washed with soap, since 
the accumulation may be stubborn 
to remove. Stores, offices and indus¬ 
trial plants make cleaning of light¬ 
ing equipment a part of regular 
maintenance, and it is a good plan 
for every home, too. 

There is another thing you can 
do to insure the efficiency of your 
home s lighting. That iq b_iiig can'- 
ful not to use too many lamps on 
one outlet. This overtaxes the wir- 
ing system, causes voltage to drop 
and txikes a heavy toll in u it.Iuction 
of illumination delivered on youe 
newspaper or knitting.
